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GENBRAL HAINES’S DBATH. 


A Growing Belief in Army Circles That He Committed 
Suicide in an Insane Asyium. 

WasnHinaton, August 22.—The impression 
is rapidly gaining ground in army circles that 
General Thomas J. Haines, of the commis- 
sary department, who died recently at an in- 
sane asylum in Hartford, Conn., was a yvic- 
tim of suicide. A reporter, in conversation 
last evening withseveral army officers, dis- 
covered that this belief is quite general. One 
of them pointed to the fact that the asylum 
authorities have not yet forwarded 
to the war department a report of the causes 
which led to General Haines’s death, and re- 
marked that it was a suspicious circumstance. 
Another said that not long ago a soldier com- 
mitted suicide in an insane asy!um by cutting 
his throat,and when the report was received at 
the department it related that death resulted 
from typhoid fever,tbe origin of his insanity.”’ 

‘Have you received the asylum report in 
the case of General Haines?’ asked the re- 
ported, addressing General! Ruggles. 

‘‘Not yet,’’ he responded. 

“Isn't itubout time”” 

“Yes; we generally receive 
promptly.” 

General McKeever said the same thing, and 
from the tone of his remarks the reporter in- 
ferred that he too believed that General 
Haines had not died from natural causes. 

General Thomas I. Hatnes was lieutenant 
colonel of subsisterfte and brevet brigadier 
general in the United States army. Fora 
tew months previous to his incarceration in 
the insane asylum he was melancholy, 
afterward became violently insane and his 
confinement was necessary. ‘The institution 
in which he spent his last days was the same 
one in which Major-General McDowell was 
confined fora long time. Army circles are 
considerably agitated over the reported su- 
icide.

THE YELLOW FEVER, 


Two New Casea Keported at Pensacola—Sallors Dis 
covered Sick. 

WASHINGTON, August 22.—A telegram re- 
ceived by the-acting secretary of the navy 
from Paymaster Brown at Pensacola, says 
Surgeon Owen isdying. brown’s child was 
stricken with yellow fever. 

The result of the house to liouse inspection, 
in Pensacola ordered by Surgeon-General! 
Hamilton, which commenced this morning, 
was the finding of two cases of yellow fever in 
a sailor’s boarding house in Halifax street 
whart. The surgeon general directed that 
the patients be removed to the quarantine 
hospital on the Santa Rosa 
island, The bedding aud clothing 
in the house were destroyed. ‘Ihe house was 
fumigated and surrounded bya guard. Cases 
were reported by Acting Assistant Surgeon 
White at 3 p.m. to-day. A boat was imme 
diately chartered by the collector of customs 
and the patients were removed to the quar- 
antine hospital, in accordance with the sur- 
geon general’sorders. Dr. White’s report was 
given to the operator at Pensacola at 2:25 
o'clock and telegraphed to Washington at 3 
o’clock. It was immediately replied to, and 
at 4:15 p.m. notice was received that the cases 
were on the boat on the way to the hospital. 

PENSACOLA, Auyvust 22.—The board vf health 
announces two cases of vellow fever on Pola 
kox wharf. A guard has been placed around 
the building which will be burned as soon as 
the sick are removed to quarantine. The men 
are sailors, who were stolen from aship and 
hidden until the ship ieft port. They are 
supposed to have been hidden at Warrington. 
Dr. Owens is reported with black vomit. One 
new case is reported at the navy yard. 

fHE MEMPHIS SCARF, 

MeEMPHIs, August 22,—A large number of 
telegrams were received here to-day from 
different points, asking whether yellow fever 
had appeared inthis city. It issupposed here 
that the rumor was started abroad for 
speculative purposes, as No apprehension 1s 
felt here regarding the fever. Memphis was 
pever healthier, and every preparation has 
been made to guard against a diffusion of the 
disease even if it should ‘find lodgement at 
points below.

Detected Among-the Leaders in 


Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, August 22.—For the past three 
days ithas been evident from the silence of 
Hoadly’s organ, the News Journal, that he 
had offended the democrats represented 
by that paper. Add to this its oOnis- 
sion yesterday and to-day to make edi- 
torial mention of Saturday’s democratic 
convention, and superadd the open com- 
plaints of democrats at the ciubs 
and on the street, it became plain that a 
break in the party here was imminent.

THE TRAIN DISASTER. 

A passenger train on the Rochester and 
Northern railroad was blown from the track 
last night during the cyclone, and some bun 
dred persons were killed and wounded.

August 22.—Telegraphic 
advices received here early this morning give 
meagre details of the terrible accident be- 
tween Rochester and Seumbratta, Minn., on 
the Rochester and Northern division of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad, by which 
about one hundred persons were killed or in- 
jured. Owing to the interruption of the tele- 
graphic service at Rochester, no information 
could be obtained until the arrival of the 
train from the scene of the disaster, on which 
were thirty-nine persons who had been injured 
in the accident. Of toils number many ap- 
peared to be seriously hurt, and all were. ta- 
ken to the hospital. The train that was 
wrecked was that which leaves Rochester at 
about 4 o'clock p. m., = arriving at 
Seumbratta at 6 o'clock. It was 
in the severe win 
and hail storm that prevailed.in that vicinity 
between four and six o'clock, and while run- 
ning at a high rate of speed was lifted from 
the rails and converted into a mass of ruins, 
A gentleman who has been tothesceneof the 
disaster describes it as one of the most 
horrifving railroad accidents they ever wit- 
nessed, Every car in the train was acomplete 
wreck and was almost literally shattered to 
pieces by the sudden stop caused 
bv the train leaving the rails, burying 
the unfortunate passengers beneath the de- 
bris, killing many, and injuring nearly every 
The gentleman stated 
that nine dead bodies had been 
taken from the ruins, and that a 
large number of those sericusly injured had 
heen removed to the Rochesterand Owaltona. 
Atthe time he left the work of extricating 
the unfortunale victims was still progressing, 
and it was believed that the number of killed 
would reach a score when the final summing 
up was made.

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WORK AND WAGES, 
Henry George Before the Senate Committee on Labor 
and Education. 

New York, August 22.—Henry George was 
examined to-day by the senate sub-commit- 
tee on labor and education. In answer to the 
questions of the committee, Mr. George said 
a feeling of extreme dissatisfaction existed 
among the laboring classes. Their condition 
is not improving with the increased prosper- 
ity of the country. There is mo direct con- 
flict between labor and capital, but between 
labor and monopoly. Wages in each employ- 
ment are governed by certain circumstances, 
but they must ali depend upon the wages 0- 
tained in the most prodictive industry in 
the country, and here this industry is 
agriculture. Mr. George said that 
if he bad absolute power he would abolish 
the protective tariff, and all taxes except 
those on land values, the army and navy, 
together with West Point and Annap)dlis; 
piace the telegraphic systems and railroads 
under government control; abolish the col- 
lection of. debts by legal proceeding and re- 
form and simplify the whole legal system. 
England, he said, had greatly advanced in 
prosperity by the adoption ol 
her partial free trade system, aad the condl- 
tion of the laboring classes was better there 
than in this country. The power to remedy 
the evil he had suggested, by the means 
which he advocaced, he thought lay in the 
government as at present constituted, and 
could be put intoeffect without much dith- 
culty.

ON LONG ISLAND. 


A Destructive Fire in Which Several Miiis are Burned 
—~82,.000 to £500,000, 

New York, August 22.—The fire broke out 
shortly after eleven o'clock this mornipgin 
tne packing shop of the Empire Oil works, 
Lony Island city. Theshbopisa brick structure, 
200 feet by 700. Over one bundred men 
and boys are employed in the shop and the 
wildest excitement prevailed among them. 
The flames spread rapidly, and the shop was 
soon aseething mass of flames, with which 
the local fire department was totally unable 
to cope. The tin shop, a building 175 by 250 
feet next caught fire, and was followed by the 
barrel shop, about the same size. The 
tlames next spread to cne ot 
the largest agitators in the yard, containing 
fifty thousand barrels oil. The Brooklyn fire 
department was called on for aid and several 
engines quickly responded, but although they 
worked hard, the dlames spread in every di- 
rection.. The Howe lard oil works are in 
great danger. The damage already done is 
estimated at five hundred thousand dollars. 
Patrick Cooney, a workman, was very badly 
burned, and three other workmen were also 
injured severely. James Clare was badly in- 
jured by a falling wall. The fire is believed 
to bave been caused by a workman acciden- 
tally dropping a hot soldering iron into an 
oil can.

The Terrific Confliecta Young Man Had With a Ma 
rauier, Who troved te bea Keapected Citizen. 


Derroit, Mich., August 22.—Karly this 
morning a man was discovered in the act of 
effecting an entrance to a store in the subur- 
ban village of Birmingham. The lady who 
saw the burglar aroused her husband, who in 
his turn awakened the proprietor of the store 
und two others, and the four started in ‘pur- 
suit of the marauder, who, in the meantime, 
had entered the store. Young  Pop- 
pleton stationed himself at an 
open window on the ground 
tloor of his father’s store, the others going in 
by the rear door, which was unlocked. The 
burglar soon appeared at the window and 
fired his revolver at Poppleton, the bullet in- 
tHicting a slight scalp wound. Poppleton 
returned the fire, the ball from lis revolver 
entering the burglar’s neck. The burglar, 
now driven to desperation, leaped from the 
window and fired a second shot at Poppleton, 
which also took effect on the scalp. The two 
men closed and a desperate struggle ensued.

It is now thought that the new 
Annameze king-elect, Vian Luen, is bitterly 
hostile to the French. Tuduc was merely un- 
able to put down the black flag rebels. Vian 
Luen is not only unable but unwilling to do 
so. The outcome of the consultation of the 
doctor, the general and the admiral isa plan 
by a bold stroke to capture Hue, the Anna- 
mite capital, and establish a dummy king, 
like the bey of Tunis, on the throne under ex- 
clusively French auspices, thereby prevent- 
ing by anticipation the traditional investiture 
of the king of Annam by the emperor of 
China and solving by the sword the question 
of Chinese suzerainty. 

A concentration of French forces was effect- 
ed August 15in the bay of Tourane,a few 
miles to the southeast 6f the Hue river. Ad- 
miral Courbet is now blockading the coast. 
Ife bas plenty of Jaunches and gunboats of 
draught light enough to cross the bar, where 
there is usually only three feet of water. 
Twelve hundred marines constitute the land 
furce of theexpedition. Hueis ten miles from 
the sea as the crow flies, Its only river defens- 
es are several roughly constructed dams and 
two broken down, antiquated forts at the 
mouth of the river, One of these forts at 
rhouaneane is the residence of the mandarin 
of the district. Admiral Courbet has doubt 
less by this time hoisted the French flag on 
the ‘two forts and blown up the dams 
with dynamite cartridges, that the gun- 
boats will have no difliculty in going up the 
river and indulging in «a comfortable bom- 
bardment of the Annamite capital, which 
will be asort of repetition; but on a larger 
scale, of the Tamative affair. To-morrow 
the date fixed for this feature of the picnic. 
The 1,200 marines are performing a less con 
genial task. They have bi them a two 
days’ march through the rice fields, which at 
this season are flooded knee-deep and often 
waist-deep with brackish water. The real 
enemies will be fever and dysentery. 

Simultaneously with the beginning of these 
Operations against Hue, Colonel Badens made 
a Vizorous attack upon the black flags behind 
their intrenchments south of Namdinh, and 
drove them helter skelter toward the interior. 
lhis brilliant action of Colonel Badens was 
rendered necessary because the 12,000 black 
tlags collected at Sontoy and the 5,000 at Nam- 
dinh have been steadily pushing up toward 
tue French position at Hanoi, where General 
Bouet is encamped with 2,000 marines. In 
concert with Admiral Courbet’s attack on 
Iiue, General Bouet is to march on Sontoy, 
Situated to the northwest of Hanoi. The 
total number of French troops engaged in the 
present operations is 6,000, 

The hope is entertained by the French 
that the enemy will be completely paralgzed 
by the occupation of Hue, the residence of 
an Asiatic sovereign always being deem- 
ed a sort of holy city. They think that a 
number of the troops now concentrated in the 
Kted river delta will be able to press forward 
and join the main body. Onthe other hand, 
the black flags seem to be daily receiving re- 
enforcements from Chinese regular and irreg- 
ular troops, which are crossing the Yunnan 
frontier and are joining them in shoals, 
The tactics of the black flags are to 
continually harass the French, at the same 
tye carefully avoiding being drawn into 
any general engagement, rapidly retreating 
and as rapidly rallying to the attack the mo- 
ment the French show signs of a relaxation 
of vigilance or of fatigue. There can be no 
doubt but that the attack on Hue will prove 
successful. The French will seize the capital 
and put one of their own proteges on Tudue's 
throne, but in the east it is always le premier 
pas that is most easily accomplished. 

The political result of the bombardment of 
Hue will be that the Annameze wili refuse to 
recognize the king setup by the French with 
out the time-honored investiture by the em- 
peror of China. So far France, unless she is 
prepared to abandon to complete anarchy all 
the points not actually occupied by her 
troops, wiil be forced to conquer and occnpy 
the whole country. Moreover, matters will 
be brought to a head with China. China's 
hand will be forced, and she will have to 
abandon either her pretensions of suzerainty 
over Annam or else her neutralitv, whichshe 
still officially maintains. Meantime the bom 
bardment of Hue is only an incident in the 
campaign. If there is to be any serious fizght- 
ing it will come oft on the Red river. 

Hue has 120,000 inhabitants, an arsenal, a 
cannon foundry and a dock for the construc- 
tion of river boats. It is surrounded by a 
ditch twelve kilometers long and thirty-three 
meters wide. The ramparts are twenty me- 
ters high, and are provided with 1,200 old 

isshioned cannon. The citadel in the center 
is the emperor’spalace. Itisflanked by tweive 
DaStioDs. 

A dispatch to the Times from Hong Kong, 
dated to-day, says Haiphong, Tonquin, has 
been taken by the French. ‘They also cap- 
tured 150 cannon and $50,000 of Annamite 
cash, The Annamites fled into the interior.

Roman Catholic Judgment on Carey'’sMurder. 
From the Catholic Review 

No crime justifies murder, 
right to his life until God, or God’s minister, 
officer of public justice, orders the 
thatrieht. No doubt, if there ever was a criminal 
whose crimes justified a private upsetting of God's 
law on this point,it might perhaps be in the case of 
aman who with perjuries, with with 
murders, with every minor crime, organized 
betrayed, for gold and life, such 
as those that within the past few years have dis- 
graced Ireland. So horrible to the imperfect sense 
of human justice was such a life that one is tempt 
ed to adopt the language of a famous saying, and 
todoubt whether theinfiuity of eternity was ade- 
quate for the punishment of such crimes, unre- 
pented and unatoned for. There is made, therefore, 
some excuse for the hasty utterances of approval 
with which thoughtless men have commended the 
murder of the vile wretch Carey, elsewhere noted. 
His crimes were unspeakably detestable, neverthe 
less, the act of private vengeance which deprived 
him of life was an act of murder, and must be 
deplored as oue that can dono good to the cause of 
justice. It was perpetrated, if we believe the cable, 
under circumstances of aimost demoniac hate, the 
murderer of this Cain uttering the fearful senti- 
ment, *‘“God damn your soultohell!’’ And with 
that awful curse ringirgin his ears the wretched 
sacriligious perjurer passed away, without the 
sacraments that in his full health he had sogros.ly 
profaned. Ne one expected that his life would be 
without its lifelong remorse; few expected that its 
end could bein peace; yetit was a crime for an 
individual or fora private body to usurp the justice 
which belongsto God and society alone. Weare 
emphatic in calling attention to what is the well- 
known teaching of Catholic morality on this point, 
for in the journalistic demoralization of the past 
decade, there has been open teaching thatthe mur 
der of murderers is justifiable. Not so, teaches 
Catholic doetrine, which re-ecboes the warning of

A Young Man Hires a Horse and Buggy and Departs 

—- for Unknown Shores. 

Bad luck never comes single handed and 
as t> the-truth of ithe saying Mr. W. O. Jones, 
the Loyd street livery man, can to-day testify 
because of hiS experience yesterday. 

Day before vesterday afternoon a young 
man entered Mr. Jones’sstable and hired a 
horse and buggy foradrive over the city. 
The customer was not known to Mr. Jones 
and the price charged for the outfit was de- 
manded in advance as is the custom when 
unknown persons bire of Atlanta liverymen. 
At dark the man had not returned, and Mr. 
Jones began to feel uneasy about his property 
and commenced an inquiry concerning the 
man to whom he hired it, and who gave his 
name as John Butler. A careful search 
among the hotels failed to produce any know! 
edge of Butler, and then fully alarmed Mr. 
Jones repaired to police headquarters 
where he advertised his loss 
and c«ffered ai reward for the re- 
covery of the horse and buggy and for the 
capture of the man. Chief Connolly sent tele- 
grams in all directions and detailed Captain 
Bagby and officer Harris to aid Mr. Jones in 
the search, but upto a late hour last night 
no intelligence concerning the search had 
been received at police headquarters, The 
following is a description of the horse, buggy 
and man: ‘“‘The horse was a bay, 15 3-4 hands 
high, eight years old, with good many wind 
puffs on legs, and in good fiesh; one patent 
wheel open buggy; also one set breast harness.
